These digital files are 
available for viewing online via my YouTube 
channel (search word “HAVEtheBEST’’) and 
may be purchased on a wide variety of formats, 
including DVD, photographs and framed 
artwork.

Let me start with providing 
a short biography of my 
great-great-great uncle 
Josias Wilson Lundy (aka: 
J.W. Lundy, J. Wilson 
Lundy Wilson Lundy and 
Dr. Wilson Lundy), who I 


will affectionately refer to as “Dr. Wilson Lundy”. 


Dr. Wilson Lundy was born in Carrickmacross, 
Monaghan, Ireland in 1864. His father, David 
Richey Lundy, whose birth occurred on the same 
day as that of Queen Victoria, was an officer of the 
Crown, and for many years held the position of 
High Constable of the Barony of Farney. 


Wilson Lundy was the next to the youngest of the 
eleven children and was sent, with his brothers 
and sisters, to the national grammar school at 
Corvalley, — then to model school at Bailieboro, 
and later, to the Academies at Carrickmacross 
and the Castleblaney, where he studied Latin and 
Greek in preparation for college. He graduated 
from Queen’s College, Galway, which has since 
become the National University of Ireland. While 
at college, he excelled in Euclid, which, he often 
said, helped him more than any other subject in his 
career as a public speaker. 








In 1882, he came to the United States and 
joined his eldest brother, David, who a 
number of years before, had established 
himself as a successful business man in San 
Francisco. In less than a year, he entered 
the San Francisco Theological Seminary. It 
was then located on Haight Street and later 
removed to San Anselmo. He graduated 

as the youngest ordained minister in the 
Presbyterian Church. 


He had a burning desire at this time to travel 
and see the world. He purchased a ticket 

for Australia. A few days later, he met the 
young woman who was soon to become his 
wife — Miriam Buteau, daughter of Dr. S.A. 
Buteau of Centerville. They were married 

in July : 
1886, and 
the ticket to 
Australia 
was never 
used! It was | 
probably 
exchanged 
for two 
tickets to 
Ireland, for 
he took his 
bride back to 
his old home 
on their 
honeymoon.

Like many institutions the 
collections at The Manitoba 
Museum include lantern slides. 
The greatest number of lantern 
slides in its history collection, 
were originally owned by Rev. 
Dr. George F. Salton. As a noted 
lecturer, Reverend Salton made 
numerous public presentations, 
often assisted by his magic lantern 
slides and his biunial projector. 
An article published 29 May 1937 
in the Winnipeg Tribune states 
that hundreds of Winnipeg people 
made his acquaintance not only 
as a minister but also as a lecturer 
on art. The nights when he gave a 
lantern slide lecture on the famous 
painters were memorable ones 





Crescent Fart Raupge Unie Chorch 
George Fletcher Salton (1858-1943) came to Winnipeg in 1912 and sriis ease shes Wain 
was the minister of Fort Rouge Methodist Church until 1917. He Reverend Salton‘’s magic lantern 
retired from active ministry around 1921 and died at Winnipeg.

The Mid-Atlantic Group of the Magic Lantern 
Society, hosted by Terry and Debbie Borton, 
and new members Lynn Dorwalt and Bayard 
Miller, held its first-ever meeting at the Wagner 
Institute of Science in Philadelphia on May 12. 
About 13 were present, including many who 
had little prior exposure to the broader world of 
the lantern. 


Several of those attending were archivists or 
librarians at Philadelphia institutions, so we 
saw some fascinating material—slides made 
by sandwiching nitrate film between glass from 
Drexel, Briggs slides of Germantown Friends 
School, and beautifully colored Japanese slides. 
Lynn used some of the Wagner’s slides to 
conduct a whirlwind tour of the world; Bayard 
showed some of the American Philosophical 
Society’s slides, including one of a UFO. 
Nancy Stewart, long-time musical associate of 
Terry’s, came down from Connecticut to try 
her hand at the showman’s role, presenting a 
Sunday School Show in which she narrated, 
played, and sang, while Terry tried to keep 

up with her at the lantern. Terry gave a 

short section of AMLT’s Halloween Show; 
Debbie demonstrated the relationship between 
chromatropes and quilting. 


Altogether, 1t was a packed morning, lots of 
fun, and full of interesting new people and 
Slides. We look forward to the next session.
